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The  epidemic  of  programs  on  Africa  reaches  some  sort  of  a  crisis  in  this  Folio.  In 
fact,  listeners  may  have  to  scrutinize  the  discussion  schedule  pretty  carefully  to  find  a 
program  that  is  not  about  Africa.  Although  some  of  this  ostensible  monomania  is  coinci- 
dence—there is  also  a  conviction  that  Africa  is  just  about  the  most  important  arena  in 
human  affairs  these  days. 

That  conviction  does  not  arise  from  any  dark  computations  of  geopolitics,  or  the 
distance,  as  the  bomber  flies,  between  Moroccan  air  bases  and  the  Baku  oil  fields  or  the 
Ruhr.  Nor  does  the  conviction  arise  from  any  premonitions  about  another  October 
Revolution  with  burning  spears,  or  a  beer-hall  putsch  by  the  Afrikaans  Bruderbund. 
Nor  does  it  seem  likely  that  Africa  will  be  a  proving  ground  for  American  moral  leader- 
ship. Confronted  with  emergent  African  independence  movements,  the  foreign  policy 
of  the  U.S.A.,  conceived  in  liberty  and  born  of  revolution,  will  most  probably  continue 
its  course  of  flabby-jowled,  middled-aged,  equivocal  befuddlement. 

The  conviction  has  other  sources.  Words,  political  abstractions  like  freedom,  human 
dignity,  democracy,  are  rubbed  smooth  by  the  oceanic  abrasive  of  cant.  The  words  lose 
personal  meaning,  call  for  no  personal  action  or  sacrifice.  In  the  African  independence 
movements,  these  political  abstractions  erupt— rough,  chaotic,  ugly,  and  tangible  as 
volcanic  magma.  These  raw-formed  emergents  provide,  if  not  an  inspiration,  at  least  a 
contrast  in  the  political  landscape. 

The  conviction  centers  on  South  Africa.  With  all  due  respect  to  the  groping  good- 
will of  the  United  Nations,  the  resistance  of  the  South  African  Negroes  and  Indians  to 
the  apartheid  policy  of  the  Malan  government  is  the  only  observable  and  fundamental 
effort  to  break  out  of  the  system  of  war  as  a  method  of  dispute  settlement.  It's  to  be 
expected  that  in  the  world's  attention,  the  klu-kluxing  of  the  Mau-Mau  in  Kenya  should 
symbolize  African  resistance.  Both  Allies  and  Soviets  share  the  Mau-Mau  faith  in  the 
efficacy  of  violence  and  counter-violence.  But  in  history's  attention,  the  South  African 
resistance  coupled  with  the  Indian  independence  movement,  may  be  the  only  one  of 
the  many  fretful  20th  century  revolutions  worth  recording.

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LIVE  CONCERTS:  Two  concerts  of  special  interest  appear  in  the  present  Folio.  On  May  5th, 
Jane  Hohfeld,  Ferenc  Molnar,  and  Murray  Graitzer  will  broadcast  the  "Elegie  and  Credo  for 
flute,  viola,  and  piano  1953,"  by  Ellis  Kohs,  and  the  "Serenade  for  flute,  viola  and  piano  1952," 
by  Andrew  Imbrie.  These  artists  participated  in  the  first  San  Francisco  performances  of  these 
works,  at  a  Composers'  Forum  concert  on  April  21.  The  Imbrie  Serenade  is  the  first  composi- 
tion to  receive  a  commission  from  the  Composers'  Forum  Fund. 

Lili  Kraus,  whose  January  concerts  are  warmly  remembered  by  KPFA  listeners,  returns  on 
May  13th  to  give  a  benefit  for  the  University  YWCA.  The  entire  recital  will  be  relayed  to  our 
listeners  from  the  Berkeley  Little  Theater. 

MUSIC  AND  THE  LISTENER:  On  Monday  evenings,  Claire  James  will  give  a  series  of 
informal  lecture-recitals  on  a  subject  now  universally  known  as  "music  appreciation."  Miss 
James,  an  assistant  to  Egon  Petri  during  his  residence  at  Cornell  University,  has  toured  Europe, 
Canada,  and  this  country.  The  BBC  Home  Service  and  Overseas  Service  and  the  CBS  Network 
have  previously  broadcast  similar  programs  by  Miss  James. 

THE  MATTER  OF  OPERA:  Nearly  all  of  our  broadcasts  of  full-length  operas  are  followed 
by  listeners'  communications,  expressing  the  hope  that  we  will  do  another  complete  opera  in 
the  near  future.  We  try  to  schedule  one  such  production  in  each  Folio— a.  rhythmic  detail  which 
is  no  doubt  submerged  in  our  somewhat  polymetric  programming.  Usually  the  opera  will 
appear  on  a  Wednesday  or  Saturday  evening.  In  this  Folio,  for  instance,  you  will  find  Puccini's 
"II  Trittico"  solving  the  problem  of  how  to  spend  the  evening  of  May  16th.
